"After the troti bloat the McCormick woiks 
Monday, a meeting of our club was call *1. 
Spies, our president, called the meeting to 
order, and; a committee, consisting of Fir- 
sons and two others vyus appointed to draw 
up a manifesto. This was the one headed 
'Revenge, Worklugmeii to Alius!' It was 
decided that twenty bombs should be pre- 
pared for tbe next u ight. Volunteer* ue*t 
uigbt were called to throw tbe bombs, but 
no one wished to speak up. It was then sug- 
gested that 600 ballots be distributed aud that 
a skull and cross Ixuies be inscribed upou 
twenty of tUein. The person who drew the 
latter were to procure bombs and be ou 
band. This was done, aud Spies is the only 
man who knows who were drawn. 

"1 know that twenty men received their 
bombs. 'To arms' was the signal for the 
throwing of tbe bombs. The meeting was al- 
most tltrough on Tuesday night when the po- 
lice ordered the Anarchist* to disperse aud it 
is presumed that the other nineteen man bad 
started for home, or were Injured by the po- 
lio* revolvers whleh followed tbe throwing of 
tbe Hint bomb.

'Squire Earnshaw's 
remarks were lengthy, too, but he took 
advantage of the opportunity, and said 
many good things in favor of the county 
ber people. He was an earnest 
talker and reasoned well. A number of 
the justices joined in the discussion and 
made matters interesting. Finally Mr. 
James Barbour got the floor, and in a 
which occupied the rest of the 
forenoon, set forth in strong terms the 
vantages to accrue to the people 
from the construction of the road. He 
presented facts and figures to substanti- 
ate all ho said. He Bhowed that the 
building of the road would place from 
$300,000 to $500,000 in circulation right 
here in the midst of our people, and 
would add from $500,000 to $800,000 to 
the taxable value of the property of Ma- 
son County. He produced other facts 
showing clearly to the unprejudiced that 
it was a big advantage to the peo- 
ple to secure this great thoroughfare 
—that they would never be losers, 
gainers by the building of the road. 

'Squire Earnshaw at last accepted the 
amendment submitting the question to 
the legal voters. At the afternoon ses- 
sion, the proposition was amended by 
'Squire Ball, submitting the question to 
the legal voters with the proviso, that no 
bonds be issued and delivered until the 
road was completed and equipped from 
Ashland to the Licking River. The prop- 
osition of the Citizens' Committee was 
that the bonds be delivered to them the 
first of next July, upon their guarantee- 
in a sufficient sum to return all the 
bonds and coupons to the county in esse 
the road was not completed in the time 
specified. This certainly ought to have 
been satisfactory, and the advene action 
of the court was, to say the least, treating 
this committee of our own citizens 
rather shsbby manner. 

The proposition as arnended by S< 
Ball, providing that the bonds should 
not be issued until the road was com- 
pleted and equipped from Ashland to the 
Licking River, was adopted, and an elec- 
tion was ordered to be held on the 12th 
day of June to decide whether the 
amount should be subscribed. The fol-

One of these animals was killed some 
i ago on account of its exceedingly 
bad condition, and it is the only horse 
that has been put to death in that 
neighborhood. He now has one or two 
others affected in a similar manner, and, 
as he owns some ten or twelve horses, it 
would evidently be as much to hi* own 
interests as to that of any of bis neigh- 
bors, to have the diseased aniina's killed, 
if they really had the gUnders. The two 
diseases are very much alike in their 
symptoms, but differ in this particular, 
that farcy is curable. It would be to the 
interests of the farmers of that neighbor- 
hood, however, to have an experienced 
veterinary surgeon examine and settle all 
doubt as to the character of the disease.
